He noted 
that fo rm er Attorney G eneral R am ­ 
sey C lark claim s that crim e resu lts 
from a breakdown in society, 
and 
p rim arily from poverty. 
But then he pointed out that P ro ­ 
fesso r Sidney Hooks took issu e with 
C lark in a m agazine a rtic le arguing 
that as econom ic conditions have im ­ 
proved, crim e rates have in creased, 
instead of d ecreased, and that at anv 
economic level, the behavior of m ost 
individuals is not crim inal. Obvious­ 
ly, poverty is not the only cause of 
crim e. 
Judge R oberts pointed out that 
’’w hatever be the underlying m otiva­ 
tion, one indisputable fact rem ains: 
The d irect cause of crim e is the de­ 
cision of the crim inal to break the 
law. 
’’B ecause we a re all endowed with 
free-w ill everyone of us m akes a de­ 
cision. F or m ost people, the 
de­ 
cision is an easy o n e ... .th e 
vast 
m ajority of people, at every econo­ 
m ic level, live by the law. ” 
To m e saying that you a re guilty 
if you leave your keys in your c a r is 
about like saying if you don’t own 
anything of value you won’t tem pt 
anyone to steal. 
lean see that you are less likely 
to be inconvenienced if you take the 
keys out of your c a r but don’t tell me 
I am guilty of leading som eone astray 
if I don’t.

Texas 
voters for passage of Amend­ 
ment No. 4 on the May 18 
ballot. 
"Passage of this 
amend­ 
ment will provide low-interest 
loans to cities and other lo­ 
cal governmental agencies all 
over Texas to help them take 
care of the mounting problems 
and costs surrounding sew­ 
age treatment.” 
The 
amendment 
would 
authorize the sale of $100 
million in general obligation 
bonds by the state. 
Bonds 
would be Issued at an interest 
rate not to exceed 6%, which 
would insure their market­ 
ability. The proceeds would 
go to provide 
low-interest 
loans for the construction of 
public sewage treatment fa­ 
cilities. 
"Here are the major rea­ 
sons why every Texan, no 
matter where he lives, has an 
interest in the passage of 
this amendment: 
“ Financial: it will reduce 
the local tax burden in pro- 
v iding 
adequate 
s e w a g e 
treatment facilities, and it 
will help bring back almost 
$200 million in federal tax 
money for use in Texas. 
"2. Environmental: it will 
help 
prevent 
improperly 
treated sewage from ruining 
our rivers, streams, and lakes 
and endangering the fish and 
wildlife. 
"3. Conservation: 
it will 
help preserve one of our most 
precious natural resources — 
water. 
"4. Public Health: it will 
help 
avoid 
serious 
health 


problems because of inade­ 
quate sewage treatment fa­ 
cilities. 
"With 
the 
many, 
many 
problems facing cities and 
other governments 
of all 
sizes, 
public 
agencies 
are 
finding it difficult, 
if not 
impassible, to continue pro­ 
viding new and expanded fa­ 
cilities under the present lo­ 
cal-federal program 
which 
has local governments pay­ 
ing 67% of the cost of sew­ 
age treatment facilities. The 
federal government now pays 
just 33% of the cost. 
"With help from the clean 
water amendment, the lo­ 
cal share will drop to 45%, 
and 25% of this would come 
from the state loan. The fed­ 
eral share would rise to 55%. 
"The great incentive to up­ 
date our sewage treatment 
facilities would be lost 
if 
this amendment is not passed, 
not to mention the loss of 
economic assistance to the 
State with almost $300 mil­ 
lion in jobs from the projects. 
"Since about 80 percent of 
our people, or more than 8.5 
million, 
live in areas that 
either have now or soon will 
have inadequate systems for 
disposing of their sewage, we 
feel that people must know 
the facts about the amend­ 
ment and the 
specifications 
that are part of it. 
T in t, of all, the enabling 
legislation for this amend­ 
ment is providing that funds 
will be used 
only for the 
construction of sewage treat­ 
ment 
facilities — nothing 
else. 
The development of 
dams and/or reserviors is 
not permitted. 
"In addition, this proposal 
has no connection at all with 
what was known as the Tex-

Roberts, Texas 
C ourt of C rim inal Appeals Justice 
touched on this subject when he talk ­ 
ed at a recent m eeting of the W est 
Texas P ress A ssociation. He noted 
that form er A ttorney General R am ­ 
sey C lark claim s that crim e resu lts 
from a breakdown in society, 
and 
p rim arily from poverty. 
But then he pointed out that P ro ­ 
fesso r Sidney Hooks took issue with 
C lark in a m agazine article arguing 
that as economic conditions have im ­ 
proved, crim e ra te s have increased, 
instead of d ecreased , and that at any 
economic level, the behavior of m ost 
individuals is not crim inal. Obvious­ 
ly, poverty is not the only cause of 
crim e. 
Judge R oberts pointed out that 
’’whatever be the underlying moti va- 
tion, one indisputable fact rem ains: 
The direct cause of crim e is the de­ 
cision of the crim inal to break the 
law. 
’’Because we a re all endowed with 
free-w ill everyone of us m akes a de­ 
cision. For m ost people, the 
de­ 
cision is an easy one. .. .the 
vast 
m ajority of people, at every econo­ 
m ic level, live by the law. ” 
To me saying that you are guilty 
if you leave your keys in your c a r is 
about like saying if you don’t own 
anything of value you won’t tem pt 
anyone to steal. 
lean see that you are less likely 
to be inconvenienced if you take the 
keys out of you r e a r but don’tte llm e 
I am guilty of leading someone astray 
if I don’t.

Richard D. Brown, executive 
director of the Texas Munici­ 
pal League, announced today 
the Clean W ater for Texas 
Committee’s 
program 
“to 
educate and inform 
Texas 
voters for passage of Amend­ 
ment No. 4 On the May 18 
ballot. 
“Passage of this 
amend­ 
ment will provide low-interest 
loans to cities and other lo­ 
cal governmental agencies all 
over Texas to help them take 
care of the mounting problems 
and costs surrounding sew­ 
age treatment.” 
The 
amendment 
would 
authorize the sale of $100 
million in general obligation 
bonds by the state. 
Bonds 
would be Issued at an interest 
rate not to exceed 6%, which 
would insure their market­ 
ability. The proceeds would 
go to provide 
low-interest 
loans for the construction of 
public sewage treatm ent fa­ 
cilities. 
“Here are the major rea­ 
sons why every Texan, no 
m atter where he lives, has an 
interest in the passage of 
this amendment: 
“ Financial: it will reduce 
the local tax burden in pro- 
viding 
adequate 
s e w a g e 
treatment facilities, 
and it 
will help bring back almost 
$200 million in federal tax 
money for use in Texas. 


“ 2. Environmental: it will 
help 
prevent 
improperly 
treated sewage from ruining 
our rivers, streams, and lakes 
and endangering the fish and 
wildlife. 
“3 Conservation: 
it will 
help preserve one of our most 
precious natural resources — 
water. 
“4. Public Health: it will 
help 
avoid 
serious 
health 


problems because of inade­ 
quate sewage treatm ent fa­ 
cilities. 
“With 
the 
many, 
many 
problems 
facing cities 
and 
other governments 
of all 
sizes, 
public 
agencies 
are 
finding it difficult, 
if not 
impossible, to continue pro­ 
viding new and expanded fa­ 
cilities under the present lo­ 
cal-federal program 
which 
has local governments pay­ 
ing 67% of the cost of sew­ 
age treatm ent facilities. The 
federal government now pays 
just 33% of the cost. 
“With help from the clean 
water 
amendment, 
the 
lo­ 
cal share will drop to 45%, 
and 25% of this would come 
from the state loan. The fed­ 
eral share would rise to 55%. 
“The great incentive to up­ 
date our sewage treatm ent 
facilities would be lost 
if 
this amendment is not passed, 
not to mention the loss of 
economic assistance to the 
State with almost $300 mil­ 
lion in jobs from the projects. 
“Since about 80 percent of 
our people, or more than 8.5 
million, 
live in areas that 
either have now or soon will 
have inadequate systems for 
disposing of their sewage, we 
feel that people must know 
the facts about the amend­ 
ment and the 
specifications 
that are part of it. _ 
“First, of all, the enabling 
legislation for this amend­ 
ment is providing that funds 
will be used 
only for the 
construction of sewage treat­ 
ment 
facilities — nothing 
else. 
The development of 
dams 
and/or 
reserviors 
is 
not permitted. 
“In addition, this proposal 
has no connection at all with 
what was known as the Tex-
